Pioneer of the Oregon Trail 


In the "Interesting People" depart 


ment of the February American Maga 
zlne appears a sketch and photograph 
of Ezra Meeker, who, when seventy six 
years old, set out alone from Oregon 
with an ox-team and a prairie schooner, 
and spent nearly a year traveling with 
them- to Indianapolis—the beginning of 
the old Oregon trail 
All along the 


way he set up monuments to mark off 
his historic route. In 1855 Mr Meeker 
as a young man went over tbe Oregon 
trail with his wife. 
He wen^ in a 


prairie schooner hauled by oxen, and 
settled near Puget Sound 
In 1908, at 


the age of seventy six, he went over Oie 
route again and extended Ms trip to 
Washington, D C, that year, and with 
his ox team spent a day In Bristol, as a 
number of our residents will recall 


Following is an extract from the ar 


tlcle about bun 
"Ezra Meeker wanted to retrace his 


route, and he wanted oxen They were 
hard to get In these days of steam and 
oil and electricity, but after a long 
search he procured Dave and Twist 
Camp No 1 was pitched in Mr 
Meeker*s own front dooryard at Puyal- 
lup, Washington, and the realization of 
the dream of a lifetime was begun 
"It would be Interesting to follow 


Mr Meeker and bis ox team through 
tbe innumerable small towns and cities 
which have sprung up along the old 
trail, where, when he first traversed 
Its circuitous route, there was nothing 
but wilderness WLerever he went the 
fame of his undertaking had preceded 
him 
From Washington he went Into 


Oregon, then Into Idaho, and on 
through Wyoming and Nebraska, Illi- 
nois, thence into Indiana; finally he 
arrived In Indianapolis on January 5, 
1907, just eleven months and 
seven 


days flora the time be toft his home 
In Puyallnp. 
Everywhere he had ex 


cited a lively Interest In the historic 
old trail and set up suitable monu- 
ments to mark tte route. 
"In sixty years Mr Meeker wner 


has been sick !n bed. He lias «il«W* 
lived in the open air; he is not the 
least bit hard of hearing.

I 
can answer for n very small number of 
us—twelve to be exact, for ttiere are 
just a dozen wbite women In my part 
of the country, and conditions are never 
the same In any 
two localities In 


Alaska. 


My own particular little town Is sit- 


uated on an open coast, which offers 
very little protection for vessels. We 
have no dock or wharf and every 
steamship captain 
on this Alaskan 


loute Musters and fumes when he is 
obliged to come to anchor two miles off 
shore and wait for tfSir little launches 
to go out over the bar with lighters for 
the freight. 


Civilization in this country is regula- 


ted by the number of steamers calling 
at a port. We have Just one a month, 
and the very fact that we are never cer- 
tain weather conditions will permit this 
call adds an indescribable zest to our 
anticipation of letters and packages and 
magazines 
from the 
outside world. 


Thus steamboat day becomes a verita- 
ble holiday for everyone. If the weath- 
er Is line when the boat Is due, nearly 
all of us are out on the beach looking 
away to the south for the first glimpse 
of the smoke. When this appears on 
the horizon the glad cry goes from 
house to house: "Steamboat's coming! 
Steamboat's coining! and there is not 
another sound iu this northern country 
that can thrill us like the deep bass 
whistle of a steamship. 


Then comes the excitement of watch- 


Ing the launches go out and return 
through the breakers on the bar; a feat 
requiring the greatest skill and nerve 
on the part of the helmsman, for the 
slightest error in Judgment means dis- 
aster. With the safe lauding of the 
launches half a dozen eager young met 
shoulder the mail-sacks, and all the 
town follows them gaily to the office t< 
sit and chat while the easy-going post- 
naster distributes the mall.

It 
s a point of pride with us to keep up

fashions. We knew the exact date a 
slit skirt was worn in New York. We 
inew all about «••> tango bustle, "'the 
nlnaret and the tonic skirt before they 
ipneared on the Pacific Coast, and to be 
perfectly frank the majority of us posi- 
tively longed for one of those fascinat- 
ing pestops, so harrow around the bot- 
rom, just to experience the "feel" of it, 
as it were. We would never think of 
laily wearing one in this eouutry where 
a pair of stout boots and perfect frec- 
Joiu to swing them are essential If 
one wishes to make headway.
